IDEN 3 became irritated at I DEN 1 during IDEM l f o briefing of 
a group of veterans from the Estonian Veterans Organization* 
Apparently because IDEM 1 was no proud of the rod carpet treatment 
afforded him by senior Estonian officials during IDEM 1*3 visit to 
Estonia and also because he' knew IDEM 1 could not have paid for 
tho Estonian trip himself, I DEN 3 asked a number of penetrating 
questions about tho' trip and. a flare-up followed. Afterwards 
IDEM 1 . telephoned a good friend of IDS?? 3*s and IDES 1 is alleged 
to have said, "If IDEM 3 does anything against mo, I havo ways 
and moans of getting back at him, because I know a great deal." 
While it la not known what IDEM 1 meant. by this throat, Cl 

31 is aware of the publicity given to IDEM 4 some time ago.

claimed, to S12AEOV25, that his 1963 trip to Estonia was financed 
partially by IDEM 6, which he described as an arm of ■ RTOOCZ, and, 
he claimed, in an indirect fashion IDEN 6 took quite an interest 
in bis trip to that country* As stated above, RVECCK has had no 
contact with IDEN 1 since 1963* IDEN 6, a legitimate business 
firm, does contract for publications on behalf of C and

1963 and since his recent return. from Estonia. This could be an 
indirect ’ tie-in 'with 13 and hence with UVRQCK. (Background

5. : IDEN 1 returned . from another trip to Estonia this month* 
IDEN 1 was employed by ‘ I DSN 5 until about three years ago* His 
only lob since then is that of publisher and editor of an 
Estonian cultural magazine, published about three times a year. 
Politically he should probably be described as having liberal 
leftist views. 


6. There are additional details on IDEN 1 who, for example, 
applied for employment with RVBOCK ca 1949.- He was given a pre- 
^employment SG317IKL and the results were favorable. He was, 
however, disapproved' for employment for administrative reasons,' 
primarily because of • relatives abroad, and on technical grounds 
because of his poor physical condition (4-F and psychon^urosis) . 
In 1962, one of several descriptions found in IDEN I's^ 
he was described as a reformed alcoholic, tempermental, ancl 
frequently unreliable (does not get things done as promised).
